consent of both his parents, can have 
the knot tied in this parish. Al- 
though the impression is general 
thai here couples may fly al any 
hour of the night and be met with 
open arms and a mat 1 iage sei vice 
ready to be read with convenient 
rapidity, the truth is just the 
opposite.

Queen City of the Plata*. 

Denvkr, Colo., March 12, 1907 

Editor Journal :— After a peri- 
od of rest and recreation, following 
upon ihe completion of a Journey 
of over three thousand miles, I find 
myself in a mood sufficiently cheer- 
ful to continue the descriptive 
diary which ended abruptly with 
the darkness which shut down so 
suddenly at Pueblo, Col., and 
obliterated tbe scenery for the time 
being. 

With characteristic punctuality, 
the train at time advertised to 
arrive in Denver was near Walsen- 
berg, three hundred miles away. 
Il was held up several times during 
ihe preceding ni^ht, but. if train 
robbers were around none of tbem 
came to ask for my watch (Swiss 
movement in an Ingersoll case) and 
my wad of one dollar bills as thick 

around as a bottle and sewed In a 

pillow case, still reposed safely time 
Coder my head as I rose for the 
last time on the journey. I would- 
n't have figured in a train robbery, 
anyway, as I had taken elaborate 
precautions lo band my card with 
the "deaf and dumb alphabet" on 

the back, and robbers have DO time 
nidy out the letters " hands up" 
and other stereotyped expressions 
such as one finds in novels of the 
Dead wood Hick and Pete of Gold 
Gulch variety. Since (hen I've 
heard that a train actually pulled 

into Pueblo on time, and over a 

hundred passengers got left .Now, 
don't that strike you as funny r 

We, instead of reaching Denver 
at half pus! four, it was half past 
ten at night, and as few people 
were astir in tbe centre of the city 
as are about on Washington 
Heights at midnight. And how 
lightly and crookedly I skipped and 
reeled over tbe pavement, after 
seven "lays on ship and four on 
trains. I fell that the pavement 
was rolling like billowy waves of 

tbe sea, and footing was uncertain. 

But, lo! what a welcome I got from 
the cabbies and bote! runners; they 
were as profuse in kind attentions 

and courtesies as poor Happy 

Hooligan in his obligations to help 
the public, and one arriving in a 
strange city at such a late hour is 
entirely al their mercy. But lightly 
and bligbthly I sauntered up und.i 
the beautiful " Welcome" aich of 
solid bion/,c with its brilliant lights 
This audi is a work of beautifully 
chased bronze and valued at $25, 
000. Wiiy up Seventeenth Street 
stood out in tbe black nigbl the 

iric-light words " Welcome" 
from Ihe dome of the Capitol. 
What other city can in words beat 
Denver in its welcome to searching 
tourists. Colorado Springs has a 
" Welcome" arch neat the railroad, 

but ii is little and Insignificant 
compared with that of Denver. 

Next morning 1 was awakened by 
a flood of sunshine in my room and 
Ihe air was ho warm a. id balmy by 
nine o'clock thai an overcoat was a 

burden, and yel tbe snow covered 

mountains a few miles away, ever- 
lasling in its pure whiteness, made 
ii seem that 60 degrees in the shade 

Ihe first week in February could 
DOt be possible. Since then contin- 
uous sunshine has greeted me, 
■ pt maybe for half a day, when 
only B trace of snow has fallen, and 

the temperature at 52 degrees aver- 
age has been, I am told, above the 

-onabic average for tbe winter 

months. 

To-day the flower plots and gar- 
dens are green with tbe shoots of 

tulips, hyacinths and daffodils, 
kissed by the warm sun, and > 
soon the air will he scented. The 
robins and oilier sontr birds have at 
rived and are searching for choice 
rooms in Ihe maple, oak ami stalely 

evciL'ieeiis. They fly nearer to 
people and are bolder in the selec- 
tion of neatlng places than the song 

birds in the East. Il is nun. 

sary, perhaps, to say that Colorado 
has a ft renter variety of songbirds 

than any oilier State in the Fnion, 
8 Variety of Coloring that is unsur- 
passed. This is the more easily 
discernible because of the peculiar 
while bark of the trees. AHei a 
Ikdi! snow in the Fist the trees 
pieseni n beaut if nl appearam 
tbe trees here present almost, tbe 
with tbe total 
DOW. The coniinoiis 

sunshine anil dryness of the air is 
reponaible for tbe peculiar white 

hark of the trees (and also repori- 

sible for some of the very dusty 

I ) Yes, rain seems scare as 

gold nuggets in tbe streets of Pen 
ver, while you iii ih. often 

wonder when rain and snow is 
to cease falling and t he sun shine. 
Umbrellas are classed as relics ftom 
London, and rubbers, oh ! A big 
firm located bete tO sell rubber 

goods couldn't oe| asalseuf 

ficien f to pay rem. The rain sinks 
in the dry earth ROOD as it falls and 
walking about dry shod iii 

iii is one "f tin- accomplishments 
here. 

But then the mountains supply en- 
ough water for every owner of a 
city lot to uvea hose every day in 

the year, and let the water, run all 

day, and it Is necessary to do so to 

\i lawns green and flowers from 

drying np. The Capitol lawns 

nd it requires an expen- 
diture of over $6,000 a year lo keep 
the lawns green. Some of tbe 
tern tourists scoff al this figure 

iay- 
■ iiitbs of it is graft 

money, and yet I have the eJMOl 
figures from an employee on the 



grounds except as to repairs, which 
are more or less each year. And it 
may be creditable to the patriotism 
of the deaf to say that " Old Glory" 
has been raised and lowered each 
day at the government seat of Col- 
orado by a deaf man, Mr. DeBois 
G. Reid, first on the Capitol and 
second on the Memorial flagstaff 
on the grounds erected to the me- 
mory of the falleu heroes in the 
Span ish- American war. The base 
of the flagstaff has the nanus of 
dead soldiers engraved on nickel 
brass or bronze plates, attached to 
it, while alongside is the sun-dial 
presented by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. The Capi- 
tol building in itself is in keeping 
with the great work being done in 
Colorado, and in the basement, is 
shown the relic's of the Cliff dwell- 
ers, which the State refused to sell 
for a million dollars. To me it did- 
n't look like being worth so much, 

but then relic hunters know best. 
The exhibits of fruits, cereals, and 
honey, were also grand, to say little 
of the exhaustive array of ores 
found in the Stale, while Miss Con- 
rad's exhibit of the flora was beauti- 
ful as it was varied. 

The cost of the Capitol was three 
million dollars. The inside of the 
capitol is made resplendent in old 
Roman gold enamel, and the light 
effects are so arranged as lo make 
it, look superb. At. night Ibe elec- 
tric flag on top of the dome is il 
luminated, and so old glory is ever 
lo be seen up the tower I wended 
way through the dark and musty 
dome to the observation point, and 
then — behold ! a scene that mortal 
eyes randy gaze on in equal. With 
the humidity down to 15 or 30 
points, the air i.i so clear that tbe 
view for miles is as clear to tho nak- 
ed eye as looking into a mirror lo 
see if a white hair is sprouting in 
your moustache. If the hair is 
there you will see it all right, so 
will you see every detail in Denver 
and the mountains for a distance Of 
two hundred miles. The scene is 
beyond the powei of my descriptive 
pen, and one must be content lo 

watob ami behold. Perhaps ■ little 

color can be added by quoting, 
wirii a few ehanges, from the stei 
ling work of Katiicrine Fee Cham- 
bers' prize poem : — 

"From lifted slopes of BUiishlne, where 
pasture! lie, In air 

I'm e as I he breal ii ..I God; 
From snowy cones. 
The perfect blue of it

The beautiful foothills, almost 
mountains in themsol ves, conical 
in shape, and bate as billiard balls 
half way up, make almost as impos- 
ing a sight as the great snow-cap- 
ped peaks themselves, The wind 
on tbe mountains is so powerful 
that fifteen miles away the snow 
ean be seen drifting in ureal masses 
over Ihe peaks, down in the valleys 

and along the slopes. No power- 
ful field glasses are necessary, as 

the ail is so light, clear and pure. 
To the north, south and 

stretch tbe fertile plains and the 
line of vision is so fur-folched that 
earth and sky seem to meet, but 
always Ihe clearness of detail is 
ever present. As far as Auroia 
you can distinguish horses ami 
cows, and that is looking nigh nine 
miles. I have taken perspective 
views from high towers in New 
York, Philadelphia, Schuvlerville 
and Toronto, Canada, but not from 

one of these conid objects bo made 
out with half the o'eainess as 
from the Denver Onpitoi. Maybe 

il is because I was al an elevation 
of 0,000 feet higher than any ol the 
other towers, mid within HOO feet of 
ihe height of the summit of Mt. 
Washington, N. II. 

So the c|earii"ss of the air is ap- 
parent, and < never tires of the 

wonderful sight from north lo south 
along the Rooky Mountains. Sev 
enly-tlve miles away looms up 
Pike's I'oak like a giant sentinel that 
seems to look down on Other peaks, 
ami yet it is not so high as peaks il 
seems lo flown down upon. It is 

given more prominence because the 
summit is accessible by foot or by 

the cog wheel railroad. Many, 
mai. tbe people who have 

found Pike's Peak to be a final rest- 
ing place by tumbling (not be 

canse they wished to) to the terrible 

depths below, because Ihe power of 
mind over body was not sufficient ly 
strong, just as many people have 
leaped into Ihe I'ascinaling Water 
above Niagara Kails and been , 
lied over I lie awful precipice lo an 
Sndl all hope for the !>. 

although, likewise, the bodies are 

Dever, found. 

At night the stars shine with a 
lustre that those living in the moist- 
ure laden parts of tho country DS 
behold, and the moon's light is no 



white that strangers on looking out 
of windows think there is a layer of 
snow on the ground. 

"The pilgrim lifting up his eyes. 
Is thrilled to find the darkened skies 

Of heaven so near, that he 
Could almost at a bound secure 
Bright diamonds that we all adore 

From out the studded ethereal sea. 

Almost every night, with the set- 
ting of the sun, whatever wind has 
been whooping up the oust, tin 
cans, clothes lilies and the park 
benohes, disappears very suddenly 
and a dead calm settles over the 
city, making the evenings delight- 
ful to the wage workers and health 
seekers. 

From the west we get a superb 
view of the ci'y of Denvei, that 
hangs along both sides of the north 
Platte River: — 

"Northward upon the shining main. 
Kissed i.y the foothills and the plain, 

Beneath the azure skies, 
The city that so late has been 
Child of the West— but now the Queen— 

In youthful beauty lies." 

Denver is, indeed, a beautiful 

city when we come to think of tbe 

trouble and labor taken to make it 
so it is an ideal convention city — 

it has enough hotels and boarding 

houses to Shelter almost the entire 
deaf population of the United 

States should they all come here to 

oouvene, and I think thai the 
standing Invitation to the National 
Association of the Deaf to meet in 
Denver in 1910 is not to he looked 
over lightly. The Colorado deaf, 
more especially the deaf residents 

of Denvei , are fully competent to 
handle a ureal influx of the deaf of 
the St les, and even anH better 
si ill Denver does nol need the 
added attraction of a World's Fair 
to induce the holding of a meet 
here. There are so ample and 
varied attract ions, superb touts, 
and one day trips into the wonder- 
Rockies, that the deaf would have 

little Or no time to look into the 

attractions' of a World's Fair held 

in Denver at. the same time. The 
beauty and wonders to be seen of a 
trip from easl or west of Ihe Mis- 
sissippi to Denver alone, would re- 
pay one for the trouble taken to 
come out on the plains, ami reduced 
railroad rates can always be had 
'luring the snmniei months. The 
claims of Denver, il would seem, 

are exceedingly bright, for the 1910 
convention, unless the N. A. D. 
broke its by-law and decided to go 

to Seal lie, Wash., in 1909, way out 
in an almost unknown quartet of 
the ylobc, which is a very unlikely 
prediction. If the Denver delega- 
tion at the Jamestown meet next 
July can set forth the advantages 

of their home town ami live up to 

their claims and agreements, it 

would be the proper caper to accept 
their offer and boost for Denver in 
1910, for I have seen with my own 
eyes Ihe gTOPl lldvantllties of 
Denver as a convention town, and 
feel assured thai Ihe treatment that 
would be accorded the ureal con- 
vent ion body of the N. A. D. 
would be first-class, and backed by 

the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Merchants 1 Convention League, 
and others, the deaf of Denver 
could put Up such a front as no 
other city west of the Mississippi 
con hi. 

The climate of this Queen City 
of the Plains is delightful, even 
during the winter. One can live 
out. of doors to his heart's content 

The mono tain air quickens the 
pulse and adds to the corpuscles In 
the blood. The eyes brighten, the 

step becomes more elastic and to 

succumb to tnnui is impossible. 
Those who come tn Denver for their 

health or tours, al once lake a 
better and broader view into life, 
and their hearts soften toward man- 
kind. The invalid forgets his 
shortened lease on life, and is np 
and doing again alter a short ex- 
posure to the brilliant ami healing 
sunshine and balmy mountain ail. 
I am still enjoying Denver's 
superb climate at this dale, I 
will here end another chapter of 
my diary. To all my readers who 
have sent me Idlers of t hanks for 
my descriptive itinerary I can only 

return my thanks through this 

medium, SJ I cannot answer all.

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The bearing on the Shaw boy 
ease took place in the Suffolk Co., 

Probate Court today. Here with is 

a clipping from to-night's Olobe: — 

The courtroom was crowded with 
spectators, most of them deal and 

dumb, who paid the closet attention 
to every move in the proceedings, 

as one ol their number stood in I he 
Center of the room and in sign lan- 
guage interpreted lolhem what was 
being said by the witnesses. 

The first difficulty arose when it 
was stated that, of the witnesses foi 

the petitioner two wete unable to 

hear, although they could articu- 
late. Miss Ilorlense Shaw volun- 
teered her sen m interpreter, 
Stating to .Judge Giant that she 
would not need lo talk the sign Ian 
gUSge, as the I wo witnesses could 
understand what she said to them 
by watchiug Ihe movements of her 
lips She was accepted and after 

belnu sworn, both and witness and 

interpreter, Ihe hearing proceeded. 
Mis. Anna I). Shaw, mother of 
William K Bbaw, the respondent, 
was the first witness called. She 
said that her son is 86 years old, 
and that he last lived at home in 
His wife died in April, 1908, 

she asserted, the boy whose custody
